DETAILED ACTION 
Infomation Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 10/14/2004 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and 
all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in 
the application file, but the infonnation referred to therein has not been considered. 



Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

Claim 4 provides for the use of tris(perfluoroalkylation)phosphine oxide, but, 
since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear 
what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Breriner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
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protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 1 31 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 2 recites the 
broad recitation organic compounds, and the claim also recites tricoordinated 
organocarbon compounds and/or organic compounds containing carbonyl groups, 
which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
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invention. 

With regard to rejections under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, the following factors 
are considered (In re Wands 8 USPQ 2d 1400. 1404 (CAFC 1988)): a) Breadth of 
claims; b) Nature of invention; c) State of the prior art; d) Level of ordinary skill in the art; 
e) Level of predictability in the art; f) Amount of direction and guidance provided by the 
inventor; g) Working examples and; h) Level of experimentation needed to make or use 
the invention based on the content of the disclosure. 

The claims are directed to a process for perfluoroalkylation by reacting a 
substrate with a tris(perfluoroalkyl) phosphine oxide with at least one base. The claims 
are breathtaking ly broad. The disclosure is not seen to provide sufficient guidance 
which would enable one skilled in the art to react any substrate with tris(perfluoroalkyl) 
phosphine oxide to produce a perfluoroalkylation product. The specification only 
enables to use a trimethyl borate and a benzophenone as a substrate for 
perfluoroaklylation process. 

The nature of the invention is determined by the state of the prior art. 
Compounds used as a substrate are recognized for having different chemical structure, 
as well as different chemical and physical properties. The prior art is silent with regard 
to the variety of compounds asserted to be utilized as substrates. 

The level of skill in the art, in general, is considered to be relatively high. 

The level of predictability in the art is considered to be low. The 
perfluoroalkylation reactions are recognized as unpredictable. If this were a predictable 
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art one would be able to predict which types of compounds could be used as substrates 
as well as the effective amount of said substrate and the ratio of such reactants. 

The amount of direction provided by the instant disclosure is determined by the 
teachings set forth in the specification, including the working examples. The 
specification is limited to teachings to use a trimethyl borate and benzophenone as a 
substrate. 

The level of experimentation necessary to make and use the instant invention 
with any substrate is seen to be undue in the instant case. It would require undue 
experimentation to determine the identity of appropriate substrates, the effective amount 

of these substrate to be used in perfluoroalkylation process. The specification must 
teach how to make and use the invention, not how to figure out for oneself how to make 
and use the invention. In re Gardner, 166 USPQ 138 (CCPA 1970).
